Mr. Ousdahl, candidate for mayor on the public ownership 
tic k e t, is just out with a full page article on the water and light 
question in an extra edition of the Arena. 
This campaign literature of Mr. Ousdahl comes out the eleventh 
hour when there is hardly time for investigation or refutation, 
and in that respect it bears the stamp of that questionable charac­ 
ter and should not be relied upon by any thoughtful voter. 
Mr. Ousdahl charges that Mr. Morgan, the engineer employed 
by the city council, is not a practical engineer and not qualified for 
the work entrusted to him. 
In no uncertain terms he denies the 
capacity and questions the work of Mr. Morgan, and in doing so 
indirectly reflects on the city council for employing him and follow­ 
ing his advice. 
This is an important question which concerns every citizen of 
Brainerd and the public should know, and undoubtedly want to 
know, the facts in the matter. 
Mr. Ousdahl submits many statements and figures, which if 
true and reliable show that Mr. Morgan is just what Mr. Ousdahl 
charges him to be, and that the council made a big mistake in 
employing him. 
After the city council had decided to erect a power plant and 
to own and operate a water and light plant in the city, Mr. Morgan 
of Chicago presented himself to the council as an applicant for the 
jiosition of Consulting Engineer.

The above are samples of replies received and selected for their 
brevity. 
All the others are in the hands of Mr. Wise and can be 
seen. 
Every letter comes from a person who has personal know­ 
ledge of Mr. Morgan’s work, and every one, without an exception, 
speaks in the highest terms of Mr. Morgan and his work. 
Upon this apparent intelligence and knowledge of Mr. Morgan, 
his thirty years of constant experience in the business, and this 
exceptional record and reputation, the City Council relied. 
Any 
business man or corporation would have done the same. 
The City 
Council, and others interested in the matter, have not seen or 
learned anything since to cause them to question the wisdom of 
their action. 
The plans, specifications and proposed work of this 
experienced and reputable specialist is questioned by Mr. Ousdahl— 
a candidate for office on the eve of election when it is too late for 
refutation in detail. 
This candidate for office, who assumes the 
responsibility of a wholesale and retail critic, is running an elec­ 
tric engine in the N. P. shops. 
So far as can be learned, he has 
had no experience whatever in planning, constructing, or install­ 
ing electric light or water plants or power plants of any kind, ex­ 
cept that he installed, or helped to install, a plant at Staples, which 
was by no means a success. 
He may have read a great deal, may 
be a fine theoretical engineer, and may be able to make very plaus­ 
ible estimates and figures, but he cannot have learned from any 
experience the utility or cost of water works or power plants, or 
their duribality or the expense of future operation. 
This is the issue in a nutshell; the plans and estimates deliber­ 
ately and carefully made by an engineer of constant experience 
and of the highest standing and reputation, is assailed on the eve 
of election by a candidate for office, who has had no experience in 
the m atters of which he speaks, and produces no evidence of his 
capacity and no proof that his figures and theories are reliable. 
It is not probable that any business man, company or corporation, 
who had started into any enterprise, would give a moment’s 
thought or consideration to such a criticism coming from so unre­ 
liable a source. 
The Dispatch does not publish this article with 
the idea of doing Mr. Ousdahl any harm or hurting his feelings, 
for Mr. Ousdahl is an honest man, a good citizen and undoubtedly a 
very competent man in his limited duties at the shops, but there is 
too much at stake in the affairs of this City to allow his article, 
written for political purposes, and laid on every doorstep in the 
City, and which might be misleading to those who did not know 
the facts, to pass unnoticed. 
The City Council composed of Republicans, Democrats and Public 
Ownerships, after careful investigation, and with an earnest desire 
to do the best for the City, employed Mr. Morgan. 
The Dispatch 
does not say whether they did wrong or right in so doing, but it 
does suggest that no voter ought to be influenced in this m atter by 
Mr. Ousdahl’s article.

agrees to pay 10 per cent more than j 
the regular freight rates. 
It was cus i 
ternary to charge 20 per cent extra on 
shipments not under the old bill of 
lading. The new form is believed to 
be universally acceptable. It has a j 
distinctive color, yellow, adopted at j 
the suggestion of the American Bank- 
♦ys' association, for alL “order!* bills 


of lading, which are negotiable and 
enables a shipper to obtain an ad­ 
vance payment through a banker. The 
difficulty of fixing a definite basis for 
the settlement of claims prior to ship­ 
ment arc also minimized.

Prohibition Party Assured of an In 
come of $25,000 a year. 
Chicago, Nov., 2.—With the asser­ 
tion that the vote for the Prohibition

Holland Makes No Move In the 


Venezuelan Dispute. 


ALARM EXISTS AT LA GUAYRA 


Residents of That Port Apprehensive 


Over M ilitary Preparations That Are 


Going on to Meet the Threatened 


Action of the Netherlandr Govern­ 


m ent— Believe That Holland Is Pre­ 


paring to Blockade Ports. 


Willemstad. 
Nov. 2.—The Nether­ 
lands government fixed Nov. 1 as the 
limit of time for Venezuela to revoke 
the decree of President Castro, issued 
on May 14. prohibiting the transship­ 
ment of goods for Venezuelan ports 
at Curacao. 
President Castro has re 
fused to revoke this decree, but as 
vet, so far as is known here, The Xeth 
erlnnds government has not decided 
upon definMe action. 
There has been 
much activity here of late, but in an 
inlerview the governor of Curacao 
said that Holland ought to have as­ 
surances that Venezuela had not re­ 
voked the decree at the last hour of 
the day fixed according to the ultima 
turn before taking any active meas­ 
ures. 
He believed that his govern­ 
ment had made ample preparations 
for any eventuality, and he added that 
a statement would doubtless be Issued 
soon announcing the position of Hol­ 
land and Venezuela and what action 
it was proposed to lake. 
The opinion is held among naval of­ 
ficers here that no direct steps would 
be taken within a week and it is un­ 
derstood that the battleship Jacob Van 
H* em skertk soon would leave here, 
following her custom, for target prac­ 
tice. 
The Van Heemskerck tnd pro­ 
tected cruiser Friesland, which are 
now in this port, still have on board 
the 
superfluous 
equipments 
which 
would be discarded in time of war. 
The report is current that Captain 
Snetblace, who is in command of the 
fleet, has been promoted to rear ad­ 
miral. 
The governor of Curacoa received 
an important telegram from Holland 
and he immediately called a meeting 
of his council and the commanders of 
the 
warships. 
Deliberations 
were 
lengthy, hut the result has not been 
made public. 
There is no question that Venezue­ 
lans 
believe that The 
Netherlands 
government is preparing to blockade 
their ports. 
Advices received by the 
steamer Julia from Maracaibo state 
that it was rej>orted on Oct. 24 that 
President 
Castro 
had 
ordered 
the 
mobilization of 50,000 troops to be 
ready Nov. 2. 
Two days later there 
were rumors in Maracaibo that Gen­ 
eral Nicholas Rolando, who previously 
had been charged with leading a revo­ 
lutionary 
movement 
in 
Venezuela, 
was crossing the frontier with 20,000 
men from Cucuta, Colombia.

THE NEW CHARTER 
Brainerd needs a new city charter. 
The legislature has passed good laws 
governing cities applicable throughout 
the state. 
Since the 
constitutional 
amendment prohibiting special legisla­ 
tion the legislature has had no power 
to pass any law of local application. 
The result has been that at every ses­ 
sion of the legislation some city or vil­ 
lage wanted some legislation which 
which was of special use and applica­ 
tion to that city, and by influence and 
diplomacy have had their special wishes 
ingrafted into the general law as an 
amendment. 
For this reason the law 
becomes confused and in many respects 
inapplicable and unsatisfactory to the 
greater part of the cities of the state. 
In view of this condition of things the “ 
constitution 
was amended and laws 
were passed empowering any city to 
adopt its own charter and take the sub­ 
ject out of legislative control. 
Most of 
the cities of the state have done this 
and it gives universal satisfaction. 
To that end the Judges of this dis­ 
trict appointed a commission to fortnu 
late a charter for the City of Brainerd. 
Great care tvas taken to appoint men 
of judgment, experience and public j 
spirit, and representing as far as prac- 
| ticable all the business interests of the 
City. 


i 
That commission had six n onths in 


! w h ic h to complete its work, and they 
! met from time to time all summer and 
devoted their best thoughts in getting 
up a charter that would have no ob­ 
jectionable feature. 
They could not 
form a Charter that ju t suited every­ 
one in every respect, but they w’erc 
fair-minded and in every instance the 
minority yielded to the majority and a 
I Charter was produced, which had the 
approval and signature of the whole 
commission. 
This work required many 
nights of hard work and toward the 
| last they met almost every night so as 


\ to report the charter within the six 
months allowed by law. 
On the last 
night, after eleven o’clock, the charter 
was finished, signed and turned over to 
the Acting Mayor. 
The constitution and the law re­ 
quires that the charter shall be voted 
on at the next election after it is re­ 
ported 
to the mayor, so the only 
ti me that this charter can legally be 
voted on is at the election to he held 
tomorrow. 
The city council recogniz­ 
ing that the time for the investigation 
of the charter was very short had it 
published in pamphlet form in an office 
where they used typesetting machines 
under a rush order. 
A thousand copies 
were printed, were distributed over a 
week ago, and they have been on file 
with the clerk for free distribution, 
so that every one who cared 
enough 
about the city charter to read it has in 
fact had time to read it several times. 
To everybody’s surprise a circularhas 
just been issued directing voters not to 
vote for the charter, giving, or pretend­ 
ing to give eight reasons for voting 
against it. 
These reasons are in fact 
only two; First, because you have not 
studied the charter, Second, that the 
election is changed from fall to spring. 
The fact that the old charter was pub­ 
lished when passed and has been in 
force for nearly twenty years and prob­ 
ably not twenty persons have ever read 
it. 
It is probable that everybody who 
wishes to know the terms of the new 
charter have already read it unless they 
devoted their time in getting out and 
circulating circulars giving false rea­ 
sons why the charter should not be 
passed. 
The matter of changing the time of 
election was long and seriously con­ 
sidered. 
A majority of the commis­ 
sion, in fact almost all of the commis­ 
sion, thought it best to hold a spring 
election at the time that elections are 
held under the General Laws of the 
state and under a majority of the char­ 
ters; thus taking municipal politics as 


far as possible out of the state and na­ 
tion al politics, 
They first ascertained 
the probable costs of a spring election; 
then to make the expense as light as 
possible, they adopted the fall regis- , 
tration. 
This commission 
has done 
good, faithful work, and it must be j 
voted on at this election or all their 
work will have been done in vain. 
It j 
contains many good things —many that j 
the people of Brainerd have been de­ 
manding for a long time. 
It is a good 
charter and ought to be adopted.

THE POWER QUESTION 


Mr. Ousdahl, candidate for mayor on the public ownership 
ticket, is just out with a full page article on the water and light 
question in an extra edition of the Arena. 
This campaign literature of Mr. Ousdahl comes out the eleventh 
hour when there is hardly time for investigation or refutation, 
and in that respect it bears the stamp of that questionable charac­ 
ter and should not be relied upon by any thoughtful voter. 
Mr. Ousdahl charges that Mr. Morgan, the engineer employed 
by the city council, is not a practical engineer and not qualified for 
the work entrusted to him. In no uncertain terms he denies the 
capacity and questions the work of Mr. Morgan, and in doing so 
indirectly reflects on the city council for employing him and follow­ 
ing his advice. 
This is an important question which concerns every citizen of 
Brainerd and the public should know, and undoubtedly want to 
know, the facts in the matter. 
Mr. Ousdahl submits many statements and figures, which if 
true and reliable show that Mr. Morgan is just what Mr. Ousdahl 
charges him to be, and that the council made a big mistake in 
employing him. 
After the city council had decided to erect a power plant and 
to own and operate a water and light plant in the city, Mr. Morgan 
of Chicago presented himself to the council as an applicant for the 
position of Consulting Engineer. After seeing Mr. Morgan and 
going over matters with him they were pleased with him and pro­ 
posed to employ him providing he had had experience and had 
made a favorable record. Under the pretense of learning the ex­ 
tent of his experience they asked him at what places he had done 
similar work, and received the names of forty cities and villages 
in differentparts of the country. 
Mayor Wise then wrote a letter to the officers of the City or 
owners of plants at each of these places. He received replies from 
thirty-eight of these places, two did not respond.

“as good as new. 
We are perfectly well satisfied with the Morgan 
“ Co., they know their business and will do honest work. I have 
“ recommended them to a good many cities.” 
From Bayfield, Wis. 
“The plans were drawn by Geo. C. Morgan, which plans were fol­ 
low ed in laying out the water works system here. The system is 
“ perfectly satisftctory to all and he cannot be recommended too 
“highly by our residents.” 
From Marshfield, Wis. 
“ Mr. Morgan did work here which was successful, and at that time 
“I was owner of the water works and lighting plant. 
Mr. Morgan 
“is is a man of long and varied experience, and had I work to do in 
..

experience,--------------------------------- 
“ that line, I should engage him should he be at liberty to do the 
“work.” 
The above are samples of replies received and selected for their 
brevity. All the others are in the hands of Mr. Wise and can be 
seen. Every letter comes from a person who has personal know­ 
ledge of Mr. Morgan’s work, and every one, without an exception, 
speaks in the highest terms of Mr. Morgan and his work. 
Upon this apparent intelligence and knowledge of Mr. Morgan, 
his thirty years of constant experience in the business, and this 
exceptional record and reputation, the City Council relied. Any 
business man or corporation would have done the same. The City 
Council, and others interested in the matter, have not seen or 
learned anything since to cause them to question the wisdom of 
their action. The plans, specifications and proposed work of this 
experienced and reputable specialist is questioned by Mr. Ousdahl— 
a candidate for office on the eve of election when it is too late for 
refutation in detail. This candidate for office, who assumes the 
responsibility of a wholesale and retail critic, is running an elec­ 
tric engine in the N. P. shops. 
So far as can be learned, he has 
had no experience whatever in planning, constructing, or install­ 
ing electric light or water plants or power plants of any kind, ex­ 
cept that he installed, or helped to install, a plant at Staples, which 
was by no means a success. He may have read a great deal, may 
be a fine theoretical engineer, and may be able to make very plaus­ 
ible estimates and figures, but he cannot have learned from any 
experience the utility or cost of water works or power plants, or 
their duribality or the expense .of future operation. 
This is the issue in a nutshell; the plans and estimates deliber­ 
ately and carefully made by an engineer of constant experience 
and of the highest standing and reputation, is assailed on the eve 
of election by a candidate for office, who has had no experience in 
the matters of which he speaks, and produces no evidence of his 
capacity and no proof that his figures and theories are reliable. 
It is not probable that any business man, company or corporation, 
who had started into any enterprise, would give a moment's 
thought or consideration to such a criticism coming from so unre­ 
liable a source. The Dispatch does not publish this article with 
the idea of doing Mr. Ousdahl any harm or hurting his feelings, 
for Mr. Ousdahl is an honest man, a good citizen and undoubtedly a 
very competent man in his limited duties at the shops, but there is 
too much at stake in the affairs of this City to allow his article, 
written for political purposes, and laid on every doorstep in the 
City, and which might be misleading to those who did not know 
the facts, to pass unnoticed. 
The City Council composed of Republicans, Democrats and Public 
Ownerships, after careful investigation, and with an earnest desire 
to do the best for the City, employed Mr. Morgan. 
The Dispatch 
does not say whether they did wrong or right in so doing, but it 
does suggest that no voter ought to be influenced in this matter by 
Mr. Ousdahl's article. 


UNIFORM BILL OF LADING. 


Gees Into Effect on Over Four Hun­ 


dred 
Railroads. 
Chicago, Nov. 2.—The new uniform 
bill of lading, approved by the inter­ 
state commerce commission, has cone 
Into effect on 416 railroads in the offi­ 
cial 
classification 
territory. 
Here­ 
after every shipment of freight in 
the territory east of the Mississippi 
and north of the Ohio must be made 
upon the basis of the r.ew form, unless 
a shipper objecting to the terms 
agrees to pay IO per cent more than 
the regular freight rates. It was cus­ 
tomary to charge 20 per cent extra on 
shipments not under the old bill of 
lading. The new form Is believed to 
be universally acceptable. It has a 
distinctive color, yellow, adopted at 
the suggestion of the American Bank- 
«yg* gflsoclatlon. for aq. “order** bills 


of lading, which are negotiable and 
enables a shipper to obtain an ad­ 
vance payment through a banker. The 
difficulty of fixing a definite basis for 
the settlement of claims prior to ship­ 
ment are also minimized. 


TO CARRY ON ITS WORK. 


Prohibition Party Assured of an In­ 
come of $25,000 a year. 
Chicago, Nov., 2.—With the asser­ 
tion that the vote for the Prohibition 
party Tuesday will be twice as large 
as the largest ever before cast for the 
party, Chairman Charles R. Jones an­ 
nounced here that the Prohibition na­ 
tional committee has been assured an 
income of $25,000 a year for the next 
four years with which to carry cm its 
work. 
Mr. Jones said that the finan­ 
cial backing for the party had been 
pledged by 1,000 prominent persons. 


PLAN OF ACTION 
NOT DECIDED ON 


Residents of That Port Apprehensive 


Over M ilitary Preparations That Are 


Going on to Meet the Threatened 


Action of the Netherlandr Govern­ 


ment— Believe That Holland Is Pre­ 


paring to Blockade Porte. 


Willemstad, Nov. 2.—The Nether­ 
lands government fixed Nov. 1 as the 
limit of time for Venezuela to revoke 
the decree of President Castro, issued 
on May 14, prohibiting the transship­ 
ment of goods for Venezuelan ports 
at Curacao. 
President Castro has re 
fused to revoke this decree, but as 
yet, so far as is known here, The Neth 
erlnnds government has not decided 
upon definite action. 
There has been 
much activity here of late, but In an 
Interview the governor of Curacao 
said that Holland ought to have as­ 
surances that Venezuela had not re­ 
voked the decree at the last hour of 
the day fixed according to the ultima 
turn before taking any active meas- 
tires. He believed that his govern­ 
ment had made ample preparations 
for any eventuality, and he added that 
a statement would doubtless be issued 
soon announcing the position of Hol­ 
land and Venezuela and what action 
it was proposed to take. 
The opinion is held among naval of­ 
ficers here that no direct steps would 
be taken within a week and it is un­ 
derstood that the battleship Jacob Van 
Heemskerck soon would leave here, 
following her custom, for target prac­ 
tice. The Van Heemskerck tnd pro­ 
tected cruiser Friesland, which are 
now in this port, still have on board 
the 
superfluous 
equipments 
which 
would be discarded in time of war. 
The report is current that Captain 
Hnerhlage. who is in command of the 
fleet, has been promoted to rear ad­ 
miral. 
Tile governor of Curacoa received 
an important telegram from Holland 
and he immediately called a meeting 
of his council and the commanders of 
the 
warships. 
Deliberations 
were 
lengthy, but the result has not been 
made public. 
There Is no question that Venezue­ 
lans believe that The Netherlands 
government Is preparing to blockade 
their ports. Advices received by the 
steamer Julia from Maracaibo state 
that it was reported on Oct. 24 that 
President 
Castro had ordered 
the 
mobilization of 50,000 troops to be 
ready Nov. 2. 
Two days later there 
were rumors in Maracaibo that Gen­ 
eral Nicholas Rolando, who previously 
had been charged with leading a revo­ 
lutionary 
movement 
in 
Venezuela, 
was crossing the frontier with 20,000 
men from Cucuta, Colombia.

Caracas, Oct. 24, via Willemstad, 
Nov. 2.—Alarm is increasing among 
the residents of the port of La Guayra 
In view of the extensive military 
preparations which have been going 
on to meet the threatened action of 
The Netherlands government. 
Presi­ 
dent Castro has been in poor health, 
but after several postponements he 
was able to receive the credentials of 
Lorrene Ferreira, the new Brazilian 
minister. 
Speeches were exchanged 
emphasizing the friendly relations ex­ 
isting between the two countries.

THE NEW CHARTER 
Brainerd needs a new city charter. 
The legislature .has passed good laws 
governing cities applicable throughout 
the state. 
Since the constitutional 
amendment prohibiting special legisla­ 
tion the legislature has had no power 
to pass any law of local application. 
The result has been that at every ses­ 
sion of the legislation some city or vil­ 
lage wanted some legislation which 
which was of special use and applica­ 
tion to that city, and by influence and 
diplomacy have had their special wishes 
ingrafted into the general law as an 
amendment. 
For this reason the law j 
becomes confused and in many respects 
inapplicable and unsatisfactory to the I 
greater part of the cities of the state. 
In view of this condition of things the | 
constitution was amended and laws j 
were passed empowering any city to 
adopt its own charter and take the sub- i 
ject out of legislative control. 
Most of 
the cities of the state have done this 


I and it gives universal satisfaction. 
I 
To that end the Judges of this dis- 
j trict appointed a commission to formu- 
work 
a c^ar^er f°r the City of Brainerd, 
j Great care was taken to appoint men 
of judgment, experience and public 
spirit, and representing as far as prac­ 
ticable all the business interests of the 
City. 
That commission had six n oaths in 
which to complete its work, and they 
met from time to time all summer and 
devoted their best thoughts in getting I 
up a charter that would have no ob­ 
jectionable feature. 
They could not j 
form a Charter that just suited every­ 
one in every respect, but they were 
fair-minded and in every instance the 
minority yielded to the majority and a 
Charter was produced, which had the I 
approval and signature of the whole 
commission. 
This work required many I 
nights of hard work and toward the j 
last they met almost every night so as 
to report the charter within the six ; 
months allowed by law. 
On the last 
night, after eleven o’clock, the charter 
was finished, signed and turned over to 
the Acting Mayor. 
The constitution and the law re­ 
quires that the charter shall be voted 
on at the next election after it is re­ 
ported 
to the mayor, so the only 
ti me that this charter can legally be 
voted on is at the election to be held 
tomorrow. The city council recogniz­ 
ing that the time for the investigation 
of the charter was very short had it 
published in pamphlet form in an office 
where they used typesetting machines 
under a rush order. A thousand copies 
were printed, were distributed over a 
week ago, and they have been on file 
with the clerk for free distribution, 
so that every one who cared enough 
about the city charter to read it has in 
fact had time to read it several times. 
To everybody’s surprise a circular has 
just been issued directing voters not to 
vote for the charter, giving, or pretend­ 
ing to give eight reasons for voting 
against it. These reasons are in fact 
only two; First, because you have not 
studied the charter, Second, that the 
election is changed from fall to spring. 
The fact that the old charter was pub­ 
lished when passed and has been in 
force for nearly twenty years and prob­ 
ably not twenty persons have ever read 
it. 
It is probable that everybody who 
wishes to know the terms of the new 
charter have already read it unless they 
devoted their time in getting out and 
circulating circulars giving false rea­ 
sons why the charter should not be 
passed. 
The matter of changing the time of 
election was long and seriously con­ 
sidered. 
A majority of the commis­ 
sion, in fact almost all of the commis­ 
sion, thought it best to hold a spring 
election at the time that elections are 
held under the General Laws of the 
state and under a majority of the char­ 
ters; thus taking municipal politics as
